(As to apphcant's statement that claim 14 "should be 
allowed at least for similar reasons that the Examiner has (allowed) claim 18", claim 18 
specifically recites at least "a signal selection circuitry" which is not found in claim 14.) 

1 12(2) Issue (final rejection^ 

The proposed language at the end of claim 1, "a predetermined pulse width and pulse 
fi-equency thresholds", remains vaguely worded; note the conflict between the singular term "a" 
and the plural term "thresholds". See the language used at the end of claims 14 and 18, by 
contrast. Suggested changes to the proposed language are: (i) delete "a"; or (ii) insert 
-threshold- after "pulse width", add -a- after "and", and change "thresholds" to -threshold-.
